ARUM LILIES. 
Writing on this snbject in the Weekly 

Sue fimea, the Garden Correspondent 
ys: — 

These, this season, have not realised the 
prices we anticipated, and we based that 
on the average of past years. Arum 
Lilies, however, are indispensable, and, 
as their flowering season is now prac- 
tically past, they can be put to rest— 
so far as they will rest under outside 
conditions. Anyway, out of the green- 
house they go forthwith. We do not 
think there is much to choose between 
keeping them in their pots, which may 
be preferable with large specimens, or 
planting out in a trench between fruit 
trees or bushes; in any case withholding 
water, unless drought demands it, to 
keep the resting crowns alive; and that 
we have never found necessary, for the 
more rest they get the more they re- 
spond, like giants refreshed, after their 
autumnal potting, for which strong, 
single crowns in seven-inch pots are pre- 
ferable.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


OVER-PRECOCIOUS PULLETS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
iruwsh = Zimes, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :— 

We all like to see our young birds growing 
quickly, and when they are hatched 
early, the weather is fine and the feed- 
ing good, the strides they make is oftep 
remarkable. But there is one disadvan- 
tage to this quick growth—they com- 
mence to lay too soon. Of course, many 
may think that this is an advantage, 
and, if they are being reared specially 
to provide eggs in the autumn when the 
laying birds have dropped off, well and 
good; but it should be known that when 
pullets lay before they have properly 
reached maturity they never reach their 
full size, will lay small eggs, and are 
very little use as breeders, not possess- 
ing sufficient stamina and vigour. They 
may start to lay when about four months 
old, and produce under-sized eggs in 
good quantity for a time, but their sub- 
scr ge history will not prove a profit- 

ble proposition. To rear a few for a 

special purpose in this way may be all 

right, but we should try to guard against 
this in the majority of birds for egg-pro- 
duction and breeding.

A friend who went to the Derby this 
year has just been telling me of an 
incident which may serve as a warning 
to those who have not much experience of 
race meetings.

As soon as the 
race was over he went.to collect his money, 
and was promptly paid. On leaving the 
bookmaker, however, his attention was 
attracted by a small crowd gathered round 
another member of the fraternity, who 
was obviously in difficulties. One dis- 
appointed punter called in the police, who 
joined in the argument, and it was from 
one of the latter that my friend learnt 
what had happened.

When theclient 
rescued the torn voucher and presented it 
again he was met by the retort that the

“Cutting In.”’ 


Admittedly one of the most foolish 
things that a motorist can do is to 
attempt to “cut in” between two vehicles 
that are meeting each other, Many of 
the fatal accidents may be traced to this 
practice, and most of us have seen drivers 
of cars take their lives in their hands in 
this way. I did mot realise that it was 
one of the chief crimes of+the early cyclist 
until I looked over an old number of a 
cycling magazine, and found that 
attention of those who travelled in the 
new way was directed to the dangers of 
** cutting in.” - 'The practice is A most 
dangerous one,” the writer said, ‘‘as the 
smallest swerve on the part of either of 
the veRicles may make an accident inevit- 
able. ‘The cyclist should carefully avoid 
approaching too close to the main stream 
of traffic, and for this reason I have 
always considered it advisable to pass’ 
vehicles on the left, where sufficient space 
is allowed.”’

Fairy Rings. 


A few days ago (writes a correspondent), 
in a field near Saggart, I became interested 
in some Of those circúlar patches on the 
grass which are known 4s fairy rings. 
These were very good specimens, and, 
while some of them consisted in a bare 
circumference round a centre of grass, in 
others the grass formed the outer rim 
and the centre was a bare patch. It is in 
these circles that the fairies are said to 
dance, and, if you do not wish to incur 
their wrath, you must not interfere with 
the magic rings. They are ‘ gentle” 
places, and many stories are told of the 
misfortunes that attend those who dig 
them up or plough through them. 
Men of science, who mostly look with a 
supercilious eye on fairy tales, used to 
believe that the rings were caused by 
but in 1796 Dr. Withering 
suggested that they might be due to fungi. 
The modern view is that the rings are 
caused by the outward spreading growth 
of the perennial ‘subterranean spawn of 
various fungi, such as the common 
mushroom.

A Notable Exploit. 


The recent death of Inspector Joy, of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
recalls his famous 1,500-mile patrol 
through the nninhabited Arctic Archi- 
pelago.

ROMANTIC SAILORS AT 
DUN LAOGHAIRE.

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From OUR SPECAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
HAVE just come ashore from a small 
| white ship lying in Dun Laoghaire 
Harbour, where I have been listening to 
plans for an adventure which would quicken 
the heart of any man or boy.. It was told 
on board the Atlanta before she sailed for 
Iceland. 
It was difficult to find the Atlanta; she is 
but a small, unassuming ketch of about 
twelve tons, painted white, and distinguish- 
able only by her breadth of beam, the 
German flag, and a pennant bearing the 
swastika emblem of the Nazis at her mast- 
head. Fulling alongside, 1 was hailed by 
the crew of this vessel—Herren Heinz Heer- 
ing and Walter Grieg, of Berlin, and Mr. 
James Lynch, an Irishman, with a large 
grin and a blue shirt. i 
“Are you going to search for guns, too?” 
demanded Herr Heering, apparently mistak- 
ing me for a detective. I hastily reassured 
him that ] was not, and asked the reason for 
his challenge. He told me that as soon as 
they anchored in Queenstown last week Civic 
Guards boarded the boat and carried out a 
search for arms in a very thorough manner, 
as if they suspected every foreign shi 
entering the port. ‘‘It was a great joke, 


said Herr Heering, “ they were so polite, but: 


so dignified.”’ 

We adjourned below deck to a comfortable 
cabin, and there I was told of the plans of 
the adventurers, who set out from Lubeck, 
on the shores of the Baltic Sea, for Iceland 
‘‘about a month ago.” They take but little 
heed of time on board the Atlanta—tides and 
the winds get them to port “now and 
again.’’ From Lubeck they sailed with a 
crew of two Germans across the North Sea 
and down the English Channel, and Herr 
Heering told me that on this journey he 
experienced some of the heaviest seas he has 
ever met with during his many cruises. The 
mainsail split, and waves frequently swept 
from stem to stern along the decks of the 
little craft, but finally they found a haven at 
Southampton, whence they sent their crew 
back to Germany, and set out to look for a 
man who was used to ocean sailing. 


GLENDALOUGH TO ICELAND 


By luck, they heard of Mr. James Lynch, 
his exploits in sailing ships in the seven 
seas of the world, and the cruise of the 
* Saoirse,’’ in which Mr. Lynch shared with 
Mr. Conor O’Brien the perils of a voyage 
round the world. ‘* Would he join the 
crew?” “‘ Of course,” was the ready reply, 
and so they journeyed on from Southampton 
to Queenstown, and iréiú Queenstown to Dun 
Laoghaire, where they stepped ashore to see 
a little of the scenery of the counties of 
Dublin and Wicklow, with Mr. Lynch and his 
brother, Mr. Eamon Lynch, Secretary of the 
Irish Trades Union Congress. 

“Glendalough was wonderful, but tell me 
something more about this St. Kevin, whose 
bed we saw there,” said Herr Grieg, who is 
a novelist and journalist of repute. When I 
explained that saint’s dislike of the female 
sex and the legends about him, Herr Grieg 
was highly amused. ‘* You must get some 
pictures of the place,” he told Herr Heering, 
who is a cinematographer, and is gathering 
material for another of the “ culture ” films 
for which he is well known throughout 
Northern Europe. 

“From here we shall sail up to Oban, and 
on to Stornoway, which will be our last port 
of call before sailing across to Reikiavik, the 
capital of Iceland,” said Herr Heering. 
“Then we shall sail all around the 
island, collecting data for a new book 
by my friend, and a new film for 
myself.” As to our _§ future plans, 
we shall certainly come back to Ireland—in 
August, I expect—for we wish to see more 
of the country, its people, life and industries. 
No doubt, we shall make a film and a book 
about it, besides writing for many newspapers 
in Germany.” 


FULLY EQUIPPED. 


Herr Heering was the younger of the two 
men, not more than twenty-three years of 
age, and less politically serious. ‘‘ Have a 
look over the boat,” he invited, I 
did so, and found that every possible 
provision for long open sea voyages 
had been made. In a small galley was a 
cooking range, clean and bright, and beyond 
this there was a second cabin, with sleeping 
accommodation and plenty of room for two. 
“ Lodgings,” commented Herr Heering. In 
the bow and stern lockers all the spare gear 
likely to be needed on the long voyage had 
been stored away, while a jury mast was 
lashed on the deck. The Atlanta is fitted 
with a twelve horse-power motor, but both 
Herr Heering and Herr Grieg are born 
sailing men, and scorn the use of the motor 
save when entering a crowded port. ‘A 
yacht is a yacht, and should not be used as 
a motor boat,” was the view they expressed 
when I asked if they would use the motor if 
the wind fell. 

I bade them farewell as Mr. Lynch climbed 
on board with the last of the supply of fresh 
water for their journey mertheard and as I 
sculled my boat back to the shore I could see 
the three figures moving about the deck pre- 
paring to slip out of harbour with the 
reshening breeze.

From OUR HARROUR CORRESPONDENT. 


HE Board of Trade announce that the 
I British edition of the new  Iinter- 
national Code of Signals, which can be 


completed, and will come into use officially 
in January, 1934. Although the system of 
signalling by flags was introduced into the 
British Navy in 1665, the method was not 
established in the Merchant Service in the 
form of an international code until 1857. 
Thirty years later, owing to the in- 
creasing requirements of shipping, the code 
was revised. Except for the names 
of places and ships, four flag signals were 
abolished, and, in the case of important 
signals, two flag hoists were substituted for 
those of three flags. 

In these days of wireless wonders many 

ple imagine that the flag system of signal- 
ing has become obsolete. Such is far from 
being the case, however, as can be seen by 
watching a flotilla of naval vessels carrying 
out manwuvres. Orders referring to altera- 
tions in the sailing formation, such as from 
‘single line ahead ” to “line abreast,” or 


starboard, are carried out during the day by 
the flag method. Should the senior officer, 
for example, desire to turn the flotilla at 
right angles to their present course he hoists 
the necessary signal. The message is repeated 
by all ships, but it is not until the semor 
vessel hanis down the flags that the 
manceuvre is executed.

The Alexandra, when emerging from the 
river on her passage to Galway, noticed the 
destroyer to the southward and heading away 
from her. The. naval vessel, however, 
whipped round, and, with a big white wave 
foaming at her forefoot, raced towards the 
Alexandra, the signal V.Y.F. (what ship’) 
fluttering from her halliards. On receiving 
the necessary particulars she flew a polite 
X.O.R. (thank you) and resumed her original 
course. 

During the fine weather which prevailed 
recently those of us whose duties compelled 
us to remain upon dry land frequently passed 
the remark, “ How nice it must be for the 
sailors at sea on a day like this.” Our Corre- 
spondent was on the point of passing this 
very remark to an officer of one of the Head 
Line steamers, the other day, when he was 
forestalled by the mariner’s saying: ‘‘ It must 
have been great to be ashore during the last 
few fine days—plenty of golf, tennis and fish- 
When [ am at sea, and the weather is 
fine, I always feel that I’m missing so much 
of the ordinary pleasures of life indulged in 
by people on shore.” In such manner can 
circumstances alter the point of view. 

As Archangel is free from ice between 
June and September, that port has ex- 
perienced quite a rush of shipping recently, 
to load the cargoes of timber which, in 
readiness for exportation, have been accumu- 
lating during thé winter months. Last 
Saturday the Brabant, of Stockholm (1,222 
tons register), commanded by Captain Run- 
mane, arrived at Dublin from Archangel 
with a timber cargo; and, on Monday, a 
further consignment from that port was 
brought to us by the Merok, of Oslo, which 
has a registered tonnage of 1,151 tons. The 
Bengore Head, of Belfast (1,512 tons regis- 
ter), which seldom returns from Russia with- 
out paying a visit to the Liffey, also came 
with a cargo of timber which she had loaded 
at Riga. 

A TICKLISH BUSINESS. 

The tanker, T'amerac, of Greenock, which, 
like the Bengore Head, is a faithful ad- 
herent of the Liffey, arrived on Monday 
from Baton Rouge, via Foynes, with a con- 
signment of motor spirit and petroleum. 
Those of us who are familiar with the port 
of Foynes on the Shannon can realise that 
it is g a ticklish business to manceuvre 
the amerac, with her bulky ton 
nage of 45,075 tons register, through 
the narrow entrance of the channel. 
The future of Foynes as a progressive port, 
however, is assured. The absence of tide 
restrictions, owing to the depth of water; the 
railway running down to the quayside, and 
its proximity to the sea, in comparison with 
Limerick, are advantages which cannot be 
disregarded. 

Pronunciation of names is not a strong 
point with the quayside critic by the Liffey ; 
yet, by clever evasion, he always seems to 
able to conceal the fact. Once again our 
Correspondent had to admit defeat with 
reference to a little collier called the Zillah 
which belongs to Penmaenmawr.

Drainage in England. 


Many English rivers and rivulets seem 
to be in a sad state. For the first time 
within memory three hundred and fifty 
miles of Thames tributaries from Surrey to 
Warwickshire will be explored and opened 
for light traffic. Most of these tributaries 


bridges, mudbanks, reed-beds and other 
obstacles, so that they are unnavigable 
even by the lightest craft. The recent 
floods in Central England, presumably, 
have brought to light the evils of such 
neglect. Though the surplus water was 
drained away with unexpected speed, yet 
it would have drained still more quickly if 
the Thames tributaries had been in proper 
order. The greatest sufferers are the 
farmers. As a result of the choked streams, 
any rain that falls in considerable quanti- 
ties lodges in their fields, begetting 
constant marshiness in winter, The Thames 
Conservancy, weighing these facts, has 
started its survey, and proposes to begin 
the clearing of the obstacles as soon as its 
time and money permit. Some work 
actually was done in the lower reaches of 
one stream before the May floods, and its 
value has been attested by*many grateful 
residents of the district. The Conserv- 
ancy hopes that, as a result of its work, 
thousands of acres of marshy land will be 
drained, that flooding will be averted, and 
that a chain of waterways through the 
heart of rural England will be brought 
into use. Certainly, apart from everything 
else, the clearance will add a new field of 
pleasure to the inhabitants of Central 
England. The Thames is, for purposes of 
entertainment, a well-used river; and its 
scope will be widened by the renovation of 
its tributaries.

A FURTHER glimpse of the Govern-

nection with the land purchase scheme.

CHICAGO, Tuesday. 
HE thorny subject of prohibition was 
skilfully avoided in the ‘“ keynote 
speech ”’ sens by Senator Dickinson at the 
Kepublican National Convention which 
opened here to-day. 

The main object of the speech was to 
propose the re-nomination of Mr. Hoover 
for the Presidency. Mr. Hoover is at odds 
with a strong section of his party on the 
“ dry ” laws, so the matter was delicately 
avoided. 

Senator Dickinson demanded the safe- 
guarding of the gold standard. ‘‘ The 
safety of the country requires the main- 
tenance of the gold standard,” he said. 
‘The value of the United States dollar 
must be maintained throughout the 
world.”” He denounced the democratic 

roposals for “‘ undue inflation’’; he 

efended the Hawley-Smoot tariff, and 

eulogised President Hoover as the saviour 
of the country from financial and economic 
disaster, despite the machinations of his 
opponents. 

The Republican Convention is expected 
to be comparatively quiet. The nomina- 
tion of President Hoover has already been 
decided upon by the party ‘‘ bosses,’’ and 
the fireworks will probably be confined to 
the question whether the party should 
declare outright for the repeal of prohibi- 
tion or-merely for the re-submissioh of 
the “ dry ” laws to the States without any 
recommendation. 


NOMINATION CERTAIN. 

It is doubtful whether there will be as 
many as 100 out of the 1,157 votes of the 
Convention against Mr. Hoover. His only 
competitor will be Dr. Joseph Irwf 
France, of Maryland, who has made a 
country-wide campaign with virtually no 
results. Even his own State is against 
him. 

Mr. Curtis, the Vice-President, will, in 
all probability, be re-nominated also. 
Some of the Republicans, however, are 
desirous of replacing Mr. Curtis by a 
younger ahd less “dry” candidate. 
General Dawes and Mr. Hurley, Secretary 
for War, have been mentioned as possible 
candidates. 

Guarded by five hundred of Chicago's 
police, the Convention opened in an un- 
usually quiet and somewhat depressing 
atmosphere with the usual prayers, 
patriotic addresses, and salute to the Stars 
and Stripes by a gaily uniformed squad of 
ex-soldiers. 

With bars and _ speakeasies con- 
veniently at hand for a supply of beer and 
whiskey to quench their thirst once th-- 
singing and shouting began, the delegates 
met to see how the thorny subject of pro- 
hibition might best be camouflaged in 
presenting the party’s programme to the 
nation. 

“ Mr. Curtis will be re-nominated,’’ says 
the New York Times, “ not because anybody 
really wants him, but because there seems 
no way of getting rid of him unless he 
voluntarily retires, which he won't.” 

There is a strong agitation on foot to 
substitute General Dawes for Mr. Curtis as 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency. 

General Dawes declared earlier to-day 


that he was not a candidate for the Vice-- 


Presidency.

HOW HAUSNER 
WAS SAVED. 


SEEN BY SHIP OUT 
OF ITS COURSE. 


RESCUE IN GROWING 
DARKNESS. 


-“ 


‘TRE notable part that fate played 
in the rescue of the Polish flyer, 
Stanley Hausner, after he had drifted in 
the Atlantic on his crippled ‘plane for 
eight days and nights, is shown in the 
account sent to Reuter by Captain James 
W. Wilson, the master of the Circe Shell, 
which picked him up exhausted 500 miles 
west of the coast of Portugal last Saturday 
evening. 

Hausner himself is still too ill to give 
a coherent story of his experiences. 

The skipper’s story indicates that had 
he not deviated from his usual course, 
had he been a few hours later, when dark- 
ness would have fallen, and had he not 
taken the trouble to investigate what he 
at first thought to be a buoy; Hausner’s 
fate would have gone to history as one 
more mystery of the Atlantic. 


CAPTAIN’S STORY. 


Here is the story as told by Captain 
Wilson by wireless from the Circe Shell. 

“ The Circe Shell left Antwerp, bound 
for New Orleans, on the 7th of June. 
carrying creosote. There was nothing of 
note down the Channel. The Lizard, our 
last view of home, was left late in the 
afternoon of June 8th. I decided to 
deviate from the usual seasonal course, 
‘the hole in the wail’ (Providence 
Channel) in consideration of the cargo. 

“* I steered to pass between the western- 
most Azores.. The weather turned un- 
usually cold on the 9th and persisted with 
westerly winds and light seas. Similar 
conditions prevailed until the evening 
watch of June llth. Then the wind 
backed to south-west, the barometer fall- 
ing, the sky becoming overcast, visibility 
becoming decreased and the sea becoming 
confused. ) 


SEEN IN THE TWILIGHT. 


“‘It was my usual practice to collabo- 
rate with the chief officer in the twilight 
observations, the chief officer observing to 
westward ind myself to eastward. My 
attention was drawn by the chief officer to 
an apparent buoy broad on the starboard 
bow, about four miles off. It might have 
been a cable or drifting buoy, but peculiar 
top markings induced me to make a closer 
investigation. The telescope revealed an 
aeroplane, tail up, but one-third sub- 
merged. 

“There was no sign of life. 

“The Circe Shell’s engines were put 
“slow,” and we approached about one mile. 
Daylight was falling rapidly. Both the 
Circe Shell’s engines were stopped, and we 
closed on the derelict. | 

“I was amased to see a figure that 
seemed lashed to the machine. The 'piane 
heaved on the imcreasing sea. 


SINKING AEROPLANE, 


“I blew the siren, and the figure moved 
and waved frantically; obviously it was 
not lashed. A lifeboat was ordered away. 
with eager volunteers under the second 
Officer. At a distance of fifty feet he 
called through the megaphone, and the 
reply came in English: ‘I’m Stanley 
Hausner, save my ship.’ 

“‘It was feared that the ‘plane might 
submerge at any moment, as the sea was 
increasing. Hausner literally fell into 
the lifeboat. 

““He was helped aboard the Circe Shell 
in almost complete darkness, and was 
greeted by practically the whole of the 


excited Chinese crew forty-five minutes | 
after being first sighted. Lurching across | 


the deck, he said to the chief officer: 
‘Thanks very much, captain; I have been 
waiting for you for eight days.’ Then he 
collapsed 

“I examined Hausner and found that. 
except for superficial cuts, bruises and 
sores, there were no serious externa! 
injuries. I endeavoured to get a coherent 
statement, but his exhausted condition 
indicated that water and food were 
immediate necessities. 


HAUSNER DOING WELL. 


“At the despatching this 
message the airman is progressing 
splendidly. He did not sustain any 
obvious internal injuries. After falling 
he was absolutely incapable of even dis- 
cussing his experiences.

FINANCE MINISTER’S

An” impression that the new Chilean 
Government is swinging over to a 
licy of moderation towards foreign 
interests, although determined to proceed 
with its socialistic programme as far as 
possible, has gained ground following the 
Cabinet re-shuffle consequent on the resig- 
nation of Don Carlos Davila, the Socialist 
member of the ruling Junta, 

This impression has been reinforced by 
an Official statement by the Finance 
Minister, Don Alfredo Lagarrigue, who 
said to-day that the Government would 
take no ‘‘violent action’’ in regard to 
Cosach, the nitrate combine, and 
promised a careful juridical and techni- 
cal study of the whole nitrate industry. 


The Secretary of the Admiralty 


makes the following announcement : 


‘* H.M.S. Durban, cruiser attached 
to the South American Division of 
the American and West Indies 
Squadron, and fying the broad 
pennant of Commodore R. H. O. 
Lane-Poole, is proceeding to Callao, 
Peru, in order to be ready, in case of 
need, for the protection of British in- 
terests in Chile.”’ 


No immediate steps detrimental to any 
interest, he added, were contemplated. A 
prolonged study would be made of the 
industry, which wus exceedingly com. 
plicated, both in its legal constitution and 
in its technical organisation, There were 
fundamental points whose revision or 
modification required a careful examina: 
tion because of the magnitude of the 
interests involved. 

“The aim of the Chilean Government,” 
the statement says, ‘‘is to restore to the 
Chilean nitrate industry its preponder-. 
ance in the world markets.’’ 


FOREIGN CAPITAL. 

Hitherto no overt action has been taken 
to put into effect the decrees for the 
seizure of foreign capital. The genera! 
opinion is that these will not -be carried 
out, though it is expected that officialdom 
will remain silent on the point for the 
present. 

The Ministry of Finance also announces 


Officially that the Central Bank of Chile | 
is not to be taken over by the Government | 


as a State bank, as was decreed last week. 
The bank will continue to be governed, as 
previously, by 1ts own laws and statutes. 
and to fulfil the same functions as under 
its original charter. It will be inde- 
pendent of the Treasury and the proposed 
State bank. 

Although the downfall of Don Carlos 
Davila is laid at the door of the extremists, 
who objected to his policy of moderation, 
it is felt that the present leaders are as 
anxious as he was to avoid a collision 
with foreign interests. Don Carlos him- 
self is leaving for Europe. 

Sefior Rolando Merino, the Minister of 
the Interior, has been chosen bv the Junta 
to head the Government, and has been 
succeeded as Minister of the Interior by 
Sefior Ruiz Mafei. The British Charge 
d’Affaires meanwhile is conferring daily 
with the authorities about British interests 
in Chile, and the commercial attaché is

FACTURES. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE moved the second reading of 
the Control of Manufactures Bill. Its pur- 
rose, he said, was to ensure control over the 
number and nature of external firms which 
might engage in manufacture in the Free 
State in the future. No new restrictions 
were being imposed on any firm which was 
engaged in manufacture here prior to June 
ist this year, or upon any Saorstat-owned 
frm which might become established here at 
any time. The bill did not preclude the 
possibility, should the necessity arise, of 
taking special action in relation to a par- 
ticular industry. It dealt with, the genera! 
situation, and was intended to ensure that 
the Executive Council shall have power to 
exercise general supervision over the external 
firms which may engage, or propose to 
engage, in any particular form of industry 
in this Btate. 

Continuing. Mr, Lemass said that the bill 
provided for the issue of licences to external 
firms to eugage in manufacture, and. such 
licences would not be subject to withdrawal 
except upon the application of the loeysee or 
upon his conviction for some offence under the 
bill. The main question that arose was the 
necessity for the bill. He was not boasting 
of its moderate scope; he was apologising for 
it. Jt stipulated the minumum powers which 
any Government operating the tariff policy 
in a country like this should have. They 
were endeavouring to promote the iapid in- 
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was inevitable that firms in other countries 
which formerly supphed our market would 
endeavour to follow their customers and get 
over the tariff wall by transferring their 
factories bodily behind them. That was, in 
fact, what had happened. It was because 
such powers as the Government proposed to 
take under the bill had not been held by 
the late Government that tariff. applications 
to the late Government were largely nullified. 
There were many people engaged in industrial 
enterprise’ of one form or another who de- 
sired’ and uired the assistance of protec- 
tive ‘duties, but they deliberately refrained 
from making application for them because 
they Fia that the success of their appli- 
cations might possibly result in the worsening 
of their position by their rivals coming into 
this country to uandersell the local product.

There was:no objection to fereign companies 
establishing. factories where there. was room 
for them, but it was necessary to protect 
Irish interests. Under the bill foreign com- 
panies would not dommate in industry. 


CHECK TO COMMUNISM. 


Some deputies for the. past six months had 
been preaching against Communism, and he 
was Sure they would support this bill, be- 
cause the surest means of promoting the 
growth of Communism was to permit the de- 
velopment of the kind of capitalism that bred 
it: ©The bill did not create monopolies; it 
lumited only the number of external firms 
admitted to the Free State. In respect, 
however, of industries not-existing here, ‘t 
might be necessary to grant monopoliés to 
secure a market that would permit of their 
efficient. and economic working. A. number 
of foreign companies were contemplating, or 
making arrangements for the establishment of 
factories here, and in order that there should 
be ne unnecessary delay, it was proposed to 
gtant licences under the bill to such com- 
panies as they were satisfied it would be de- 
sirable to have here. The main design of 
the bill was to.secure that they have here in 
future an Irish Lreland,: not merely in the 
cultural seuse, but also in the economic sense. 
They wanted to secure the Irish people an 
opportunity of investing their money in Irish 
enterprises. Well over a hundred million 
pounds of Irish capital was invested abroad. 
and there was room in the Free State. 


CRITICISM OF THE BILL. 


Mr, P. McGILLIGAN [C.. na nGaedheal, 
National University) said that after nine 
years of a tariff régime, one would have 
imagined that there would have been some 
casualties in the economic sense due to 
foreign penetration. There. were about 
three items of manufacture’ about “which it 
could be said that foreign combines had ‘es- 
tablished a controlling interest in this coun- 
try,.-these Wwete tebacco, soap and jams. 
When he spoke oí tobacco, he had to say 
that the Gallahers were entirely out of the 
scope of the bill, and if he mentioned the 
flour-milling industry, he might be told in 
reply—banks were outside the bill. © This 
was a proposal of the Government to get 
supervision over foreign firms, and one 
would have thought thet once a foreign firm 
had subscribed to what was in the bill, they 
could -count on getting the same treatment 
as nationals. Gallahers could establish them- 
selves for national treatment under this bill, 
and they knew they were not getting it, and 
they heard that the déiar-mnilling industry 
was. What security had any firms coming 
here under this bill? Foreign firms were to 
be licensed because in certain branches it 
was desirable that the foreigner should come 
in. Was any foreign firm coming here going 
to have any guarantee that it was to have 
national treatment, and, if not, what is the 
chance of enticing it here -to meet the needs 
of the Minister? Had the Minister any 
example in the legislation of other countries 
of a.measure like the present, which gave 
the political head of a State depart- 
ment so much control, or of the 
successful working of less far-reaching legis- 
lation on the same lines? Never yet had it 


' been decided by legislation that the coming 


of a company was to depend altogether on 
the will of a Minister. Thére was a much 
better way than under this measure of keep- 
ing out of the country foreign firms. All 
the Minister had to do was to preserve 
Gallaher’s factory empty, parade the repre- 
sentatives of companies intending to come 
here outside it, and recite his own speech 
about economic casualties. 


STATE CONTROLLED INDUSTRY. 


The Minister had stated that native firms 
did not desire a monopoly, but required to 
be protected against a certain type of com- 
petition which they could not be expected to 
stand up against. But how did the Minister 
propose to protect the Irish manufacturer 
against the outside firm which would spend 
a large sum of money in order to clear 
away its competitors? How was that type 
of firm going to be held up under this bill 
once the licence was granted? Would the 
Minister give them any indication of the 
model conditions he was going to lay down 
to prevent a firm operating in the ordinary 
way of business and by competitive effort 
destroying other and even native firms? The 
Minister had laid down that the native 
branches of industry could not hope to pro- 
duce at the same level of prices as industries 
outside, and they were to be always faced 
with the prospect of having to pay a higher 
price for the goods manufactured here than 
the goods manufactured abroad. What was 
the possibility, then, of the native indus- 
trialist ever getting an export business, 
uniess, as in the case of the butter bounty, 
they were to sell dear at home to have a 
flourishing export business? The Minister would 
find that policy was not as popular, even as 
an aid to indnetyial activity, as he might 
imagine. They did not want to have capitalists 
wf the type in the Commonwealth coming in 
here,. Or if they came here they were to 
be hedged round with safeguards necessary to 
conserve Irish industry. In other words, 
they were not going to have Capitalism, 
or the Capital that bred- Communism, but 
were going to have State-controlled industry. 
This meant that the Minister’s view of what 
was proper for the industry of the country 
was going to be worked right down throug 
the industry by reason of the vonditions he 
mpl on any manvfacturer. That was the 
only way the Minister saw of destroying 
the Capstalisnn that would breed Communism. 
The Minister was going to be the judge—the 
foreigner . must come in subject to tha 
restrictions which the Minister would pat on 
him. H the industrialist did not carry. out 
his business to the liking of certain Ministers, 
then the Ministers were going to take crer, 
on behalf of the State, their businesses, and 
operate them with the civil servants v.ho had 
had their salaries cut. 

The Minister, he continued, told them that 
this was the bait to bring back here some 
of the Irish capital invested abroad, How 
was it to be brought back. People would 
have before their eyes what happened to 
Gallaher’s, and how that gga] casualty 
was brought about, People would have to 
look at the new imposts made this year; the 
various types of itcretiged taxation; the in- 
security in the country at the moment owing 


| fo political antics. especially the “insecurity

in regard to the best market the country had 
for its exported surplus. And the Minister 
thought that he could entice capital back to 
the country by saying to it, ‘Come in« here, 
subject entirely to. the native industrialist,” 
He would like the Minister to give them an 
indication of legislation of a similar type 
operating saccessfully in any other country. 
They had made a number of trade treaties 
of the favoured nation type, and he would 
like to know whether it was proposed to de- 
nounce such treaties. 


Mr. J. GOOD (Ind., Co. Dublin) said that

He would like to know what the Minister 
meant by manufacturer.

“There. was trade apart trom 
manufactare—it was engaged in selling mauu- 
facture. Was that teular branch to be 
controlled by the bill? He also wanted to 
know was there free liberty to transfer, sell, 
or bequeath any business. As soon as out- 
sidérs became aware that their business was 
to be controlled by the Ministers, would 
they be prepared to sink capita! in this 
country under such conditions? The Minister 
told them it was the desire of the Govern- 
ment to havé business here in the hands of 
Irishmen, financed by Irish capital. He 
admitted that they had considerable ability 
amongst Irishmen, but from the commercial 
side they had a great want of knowledge, 
particularly of business knowledge. They 
were not an industrial State, and 
where were they to get their industrialists? 
Could Irishmen’ have established the Carlow 
Beet Sugar Factory or the Shannon electrical 
scheme’ Could there be a greater monument 
to the folly of Government interference in in- 
dustry than the fact that Messrs. Gallaher’s 
were about to close their tobacco factory,

employment? 

Mr. DOCKRELL (C, nanG., Dublin County) 
doubted af the bill would achieve the 
Minister’s desire to promote the rapid in- 
dustrial development of the country. It could 
happen, he said, that if a company were 
thinking of establishing an air service the re- 
strictions emposed by this bill would mean 
that a site in Northern Ireland would be 
chosen as the base rather than a site in 
Southern Trelan:. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (C. na nG., 
Mayo) described the Minister's speech in in- 
troducing the bill as “full of vague generali- 
ties and airy nothings '—a speech suitable 
only for a debating society, and an insult to 
that ‘legislative assembly. The Minister had 
not mentioned how he purposed to achieve 
his objects—it would give him a check on 
foreign capital, but not on foreign control of 
industries. The bill would not encourage 
people to invest money in Debenture stock 1n 
the Free State, as he could only sell it to a 
person resident in this country, thus making 
the market limited, 
bill would encourage anyone to invest money 
in Irish companies.

REPELLING CAPITAL. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (C, na nG., Dublin 
North). said that the motive of the Govern- 
ment in introducing the bill was political 
rather than economic. Its main object was 
the elimination of competition in the Irish 
Free State, and everybody knew that that 
was bad for trade. Did the Minister 
seriously contend that the speedy indas- 
trialisation of the country would come about 
through the passing of this hill? — This 
country was under-industrialised, and that 
was a reason why the Government. should 
take every step to attract capital to ‘the 
country rather than repel it. This measure 
amounted to the establishment of a dictator- 
ship in the hands of one man, and what 
knowledge of industrial matters did the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce possess 
that would entitle him to direct the imdus 
tmal activities of the whole country without 
regard to the wishes of investors? 


WORSE’ THAN THE LANDLORDS. 

Mr. DOWDALL (F.F., Cork City) re- 
called a remark of President Wilson 's— 
‘* Those who controlled your economic vondi- 
tion directed your policy.”” That was what 
had been happening in the Free State, In 
building ap their Irish industry they would 
have to import managerial organisation and 
technical knowledge. If they were going to 
be controlled in retail distribution, in manu- 
factures, in shipping, and in practically every 
other activity of industry, they would be in 
a far worse position than when they were 
controlled by landlords. 

Professor J. M. O'SULLIVAN (C. na nG., 
Kerry) said his party objected to the bill 
because they felt sure it would bring damage 
to the country, by damaging such industry 
and employment as already existed. Every 
step taken by the present Government had 
brought industry more rapidly under the 
direction of the State. In the last few months 
the Government had taken big steps towards 
setting up a Socialistic State. The people 
might have expected some excuse for the 
bill itself. There were no general principles 
as to the lines on which the Minister would 
grant licences. He could refuse or grant 
them. There would be no control by the 
Dail. His reasons could not be questioned. 
Personally, he (Professor O'Sullivan) believed 
that there would be no question of corruption. 
He believed the opposite to be the case, but 
the system led to corruption. The tariff 
system led to it, and this bill would lead to 
it. In future they might not always have 
Ministers as enthusiastic in carrying out 
their policy as the present Minister. There 
was danger inherent in the system, and there 
were few countries that had not experienced 
that danger. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said, in 
view of the powers given to Ministers by the 
late Government under the Public Safety Act, 
it was amusing to hear their objections to 
the powegs taken by the Minister under the 
present bill in order to protect Irish 
industries. We are not going to have any 
more Ranks coming in here closing down 
Irish industries. We will stop that, and we 
will stop a little more before we are finished. 


LABOUR’S DOUBTS AND FEARS. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Labour, Cork) said 
he had an open mind on the bill, and did 
not share the fears or doubts as to the awful 
consequences that might ensue if it became 
law. One fault he had to find with it—there 
was not a single provision to safeguard the in 
terests of the worker in the various industries 
it was hoped to establish. They were not 
as highly industrialised as other countries, 
and while they were aware that one country, 
France, in order to meet peaceful economic 
penetration, had passed a bill on somewhat 
similar lines to the present measure, it Was a 
questionable economic’ policy for the Free 
State. His feeling was that there was not 
sufficient capital coming into the country, 
and he would welcome any capital that would 
give employment to their nationals. 

He did not share the belief that capitalists 
were going to have a rough and tumble in an 
endeavour to secure shares in Irish projects, 
established as a result of a tariff policy. He 
would like to believe there was such a 
demand, and that such a demand would 
continue, and then he would he most zealous 
in support of the bill. But there was no 
evidence of that overwhelming desire on the 
part of foreign capital to engage in Irish 
enterprise. The present Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Department of Finance had 
stated that capital must get its price, and 
also, that capital did not move like rushing 
waters, but moved slowly, like liquid tar, in 
the direction of its price. Even the 51 per 
cent. of shareholders in any enterprise would 
ba looking for their reward in the shape of 
dividends. for there was fio altruism whatso- 
ever in capitalism as they knew it. Every 
investor looked for a reward for the money 
he invested. Many Irish people who had 
money to invest were rather neryous about 
putting it into Irish Industry. He felt very 
grave doubts as to the ultimate result of the 
bill, and felt that the Minister should take 
them into his confidence in regard to the 
various provisions of the measure. The bill, 
in his view, placed teo much control in the 
hands of .he Minister. ‘They could not afford 
to. turn away capital from the country. 

Mr. MINCH (C. na nG., Kildare) pointed 
out that, 1f a company were making a good 
article and a profit, there might be danger 
that the Minister would interfere, and by 
that means do what had occurred in England, 
for instance, insist on certain conditions being 
fulfilled, to the detriment of the company, se 
far as the ordinary: shareholder was con- 
cerned 

Mr. BROOKE BRASIER ({Ind., Cork. E.) 
commented on the fact that, at a time when 
the. purchasing nower of this country was 
at its lowest, the Government. hoped that 
foreign capitalists would come in and. start 
factories, There was nothing more calculated 


to restrict the investment of capital than

WELCOME ALL COMERS! 


The whole idea behind this bill was 
childish, vontinued Mr, Blythe; the idea of 
people still living in the atmosphere of a 
debating society and paying no attention to 
facts as they existed. Nobody would attempt 
to deny that it was more desirable to have 
industries owned by the citizens of this 
country than by outsiders, but he believed

He thought that what the Govern- 
ment; having embarked on a-policy of high 
tariffs, stiould do was to be logical and face 
up. boldly to the consequences; and go out 
for the obtaining of employment and the 
bnilding up of industry here by welcoming 
all comers. Apart from people with capital 
who might be stopped by the operations of 
the bill by refusal of licence, many more 
would he stopped by the atmosphere, . They 
had an iniquitods discrimination in one of 
the clauses of the Finance Bill, and people 
would not know where it was all going to 
end. The granting of licences would be no 
guarantee against further discrimination by 
way of taxation. Al! this was an attemnt 
to have’ it both ways. “He did not ktow 
whether the establishment of Fords in Cork 
was a curse or a blessing, But it was cer 
tain that if the Jegislation, now. proposed 
had been on the Statute Book at that time 
a firm like Fords would never have come 
in.

Dhia Saor Éire,” one of the passages com- 
plained of being:—‘‘ The present directors 
of ‘Saor Eite’ include Peadar O'Donnell, 
who Was sent in 1929, with six students, to 
the Lenin College in Moscow, to. study, the 
technique ot revolution. The description of 
‘Saor Eire’ given in the Dail on October 
14, 1931, as “simply an organisation for set- 
ting up in this cotntry a State on the lines 
of the Russian: Soviet Republic’, bas never 
been. contradicted. Such an aim manifestly 
includes “the setting up of an ' anti-Gor 
State.’ For a ruthless attack on religion, is 
inherent in the make-up of Soviet Republics. 

The ‘defence was a denial that the words 
complained -oí were-defamatory, and a plea 
that: they were true in substance and in 
fact. and were fair comment.

JUDGE’S SUMMING-UP. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne, charging the jury, 
said that nobody throughout the entire case 
had suggested that it was so dark on the 
evening of 2nd April as to make recognition 
impossible. The injured boy said that he 
had no difficulty in recognising his assailant, 
and it should be remembered that they were 
both first cousins, of the sam eage, and had 
known each other since they “were children, 
living within a mile or two of each other. 

Commenting on the evidence of the wit- 
nesses for the defence, his lordship said some 
of them seemed to him to be rude and trucu- 
lent, and to have given their evidence in such 
a way as to commend it to no court or 
tribunal. The jury had heard the evidence 
of some of them, who said they would not 
sign statements for the Guards, and one, at 
least, who said he would not assist the 
Guards, Mr. Moriarty had told them that 
they were not trying those witnesses for 
having failed to assist the police.” That was 
quite true, and it was equally true that a 
person might refuse to assist the police and 
still come into the witness box and tell the 
truth. But when a crime of this nature was 
being investigated, and when they had before 
them a witness who said he was not prepared 
to assist the police, that, he suggested, was 
a matter worthy of their consideration as to 
whether or not they were prepared to act on 
the evidence of such a witness. 

The case for the defence was that William 
Halloran was deliberately lying. If William 
Halloran did not recognise his assailant what 
was his object? It could hardly be suggested 
that he was trying to screen the person who 
did it, and place 1t on innocent shoulders. 

After an hour’s deliberation the jury were 
unable to agree, and were sent back by the 
Judge.
